AWFUL EXPLOSION.

Barcelona, Spain, Nov. 27. At
Palmn panltal of the island of Ma
jorlca, eighty persons, most of them
women, were employed in emptying
old cartridges when one of the car-

tridges exploded in some manner. A

large quantity of powder taken
ont of the cartridges waa ignit-

mendous explosion followed, which
shattered the masonry of the town
walls which were very thick and did
much damage to buildings.

FRAUD IN THE ORANGE TRADE.

Jamaica mis Bepaehad aad ralsse Ol
as the Oaaalae Florida,

"A gross Imposition," said an expert
tn fruit yesterday, 'Is being practiced
bv unscrupulous wholesalers of fruit)
W o are selling repacked Jamaica
oranges as genuine Florida oranges, of
which there are none lo the market
Most of the Jamaica oranges arrive
here In barrels, which are sold at
wholesale for from 8150 to S each.
These wholesslers unpack the oranges,
and, after assorting them, wrap them
in tissue pnper repack them Id
Florida boxes, msdo for the purpose
and stamped with bogus and mislead-
ing brands and trademark. A ee
teeted Jamaica oranges closely resem-
ble In CUtWard appearance the real
Florida oranges, they are, when so re-

packed, easily sold to growers and un-

sophisticated retail fruit dealers, lint
they fire Of inferior quality. Each bar
rel contains tfo and a halt boxos of
tranges, which, when ewd as Florida
oranges, bring from 83 to it a boa, or
at the rate of from 87.50 to 810 bar-

rel. The cost of the boxes and the re-

packing Is only about 25 cents a box.
"Florida oranges usually begin to

arrive lo this market about the middle
of September, but are not of good color
or fml flavor till a month or more
later. The Florida orange crop last
year was estimated at about 5,000,000
boxes, of whioh fully one-ha- lf waa

by severe storms and frosts,
which also tilled the most of the trees.
Experts, who have rodeetty visited the
Florida orange groves, estlmato that
the crop rear will not exceed 100,-00- 0

boxes, and niOV not be more than
75,000 boxes, all of wli It'll aonld be
readily sold in this city without aerl-oas- lr

disturbing the market which, in
recent years, has received from 50,000
to 00,000 boxes a Week in the height of
the season. Almost the entire crop
haVleg thus been ent off, the more ex-

tensive handler of oranges have been
seeking for new sources of supply.
Four year will be required iot the
restoration of the Florida groves.

"Prospector from this city who re-

cently visited the state of Bonora
found tiler a large crop of oranges of
good size and color, which could be
shipped to arrive In this market at
about the usual time of the arrival Of

the first Invoices of Florida oranges.
The Mexican crop haa hitherto been
consumed west of the Mississippi river,
but It seem till year to be almost
wholly under the control of a few
large fruit firms in Baltimore and Kan-

sas City, who were among the earlier
seekers for orsnges In Sonora, so that
It Is doubtful It more than 50,000 or 60,-0-

boxes Will be available for this
market. Mexlcsn orange are better
than Jamaica, but somewhat Inferior
to Florldas. An Invoice ot Mexican
oranges was sold in Chicago a few
days ago for from 83. 15 to 83.55 a box,
which are considered high prices for
this time of yesr, and are equal to
about 2 cents an orange at wholesale.
The limited number of Mexican or-

anges which will come here Is a mere
'drop In the bucket' The California
crop, estimated at about 2,500,000

boxes, being mostly marketed in the
western states, will not materially
help the eastern market, which must
depend mainly upon Mediterranean
ports for it supply for a long time to
come. Oranges are likely to be unusu-
ally dear until the prolific Florida
grores shall have been rostored." Jf.
